THE EMPEROR OF JAPAN 


But One Wife. 
KNOWN TO HAVE NINE. 


The Other Wives’ Children are Recog 
nized as of Full Standing In the 
Royal Pedigree.—Wives are Some- 
times Selected for Political Rea 
sons.—Their Influence. 

Mutsuhito, the emperor of Japan, is 
popularly supposed to have only one 
wife, the empress, to whom he was 
married in.1869. As a matter of fact, 
he has, or has had, nine wives. Of 
these, however, eight are merely con- 
cubines, or consorts, having no social 
rank and not figuring in any way in 
the court ceremonies. They were se- 
lected for him by the imperial council 
from among the first families of the 
nation. The emperor himself, in the- 
ory at least, had nothing to say about |. 


Referring to these plural wives, W. 
E. Curtis, in his book “The Yankees 
of the east,” says: They seem to oe 
a sort of guaranty that there shall be 
an heir to the throne, as their chil- 
dren are recognized as of full stand- 
ing in the royal pedigree, and the 
present heir apparent is the son of 
one of them. They are selected be- 
cause of their pure blood, their 
health and beauty and sometimes for 
political reasons, for it is considered 
the highest distinction that can be 
deferred upon a woman in Japan—to 
be empress is only nobler. ‘Fhe left- 
handed wives of the emperor often 
wield a tremendous political influence, 
for obvious reasons, and thelr rela- 
tives are supposed to profit thereby. 
They live in the greatest luxury, are 
surrounded by multitudes of attend- 
ants, and except for their omission 
in the court codes of etiquette, which 
do not provide for them, they stand 
equal to the empress herself.” 

The emperor, acording to tho same 
authority, has had twelve children, of 
whom only four, three girls and one 
boy, are living. The Countess Sono 
was the mother of four children, the 
Countess Chigusa and the Countess 
Yanagiwara of three each and Mme. 
Hashunato and Mme. Hamuro of one 
child each. Woshihlta, the prince í 
perial, is the son of Countess Yana- 
giwara, who became one of the em- 
peror’s concubines in 1875. She Is 
the daughter of Count Yanag!wara, a 
respected citizen of Tokyo, and Js 
said to be a woman of ability. 

Before her marriage the empress 
was Princess Haruko, daughtcr of 
Prince Ichijo. This man was of noble 
ancestry and had taken an active 
part in the revolution against the ty- 
coons. The marriage was popular and 
the empress is to-day the idol of the 
Japanese people. She is much less 
exclusive than the emperor, is demo- 
cratic and progressive in her ways 
and is much interested in educational 
and charitable affairs. She has had 
no children. When she was married 
she was 19 years old and the emperor 
two years younger. She is deccribed 
as a delicate and slender woman, with 
a long, thin face, pointed chin and 
flat features. Like most of her coun- 
try-women she uses cosmetics freely 
and these do not enhance her beauty 
In the eyes of foreigners. 

Ernest W. Clement In “A Handbook 
of Modern Japan,” says of the em- 
press: “She was breuvhi up In the 
old-fashioned way, but she is In hearty 
sympathy with the ideals of New 
Japan. As she has no children of her 
own she has adopted the entire na- 
tion and completely won their love; 
she is, indeed, the mother of millions. 
She is especially Interested in educa- 
tional and benevolent institutions; 
she is the active patron of the Peer- 
esses’ school, the University for Wo- 
men, the Red Cross soclety and other 
philanthropic enterprises. In times of 
calamity her purse is always opened 
for a liberal contribution to the suf- 
fering.” 

Haru No Miya Yoshihito, the prince 
imperial, was born Aug. 31, 1879, and 
was proclaimed heir to the throne in 
1887. In May, 1900, he was married 
to Princess Sada, daughter of Prince 
Fushima, a man of great prominence 
and a councilor of the emperor. She 
was born in 1884 and educated in the 
Peeresses’ school until her bethrothal 
when she was placed under private 
tutors. The prince imperial is even 
more progressive than his father and 
when he married the princess he did 
not merely “appoint” her his wife 
and have the fact registered in the 
presence of witnesses, as is the usual 
custom, but he had a religious cere- 
mony performed by a priest and had a 
reception and banquet. He treats 
his wife as an equal in every respect 
and it is believed that through his 
Influence the status of women gen- 
erally in Japan will de very much im- 
proved and that concubines, which is 
now practically recognized as legal, 
will be discouraged. They have two 
children, Prince Horohito, born April 
29, 1901, and Prince Yasuhito, born 
June 25, 1902. 


Table Manners in Siberla. 

A traveler in Siberia has the follow- 
ing to say in regard to table manners 
which he met with: “In eating you 
must reach for what is passed during 
this first stage of a meal. You would 
never suggest to your nelghbor on the 
right to pass you the cheese, but you 
would rise in your place and, with a 
firm grasp on your knife, reach over 
his plate and impale the tempting 
morsel, If this is not possible. you 
leave your place and go around the 
table and secure your loot. My Rus- 
sian naturalist, Alek, was a fair sam- 
ple of an educated Aussian and he 
turned to me and sald: ‘I see you eat 
with a fork.’ ‘Yes,’ sald I, ‘and I see 
that you do not.’ ‘No, I had a sister 
who studied at an English convent in 
Japan for a year or so. Wheu she 
came back she ate with a fork, but 
we soon laughed her out of it.“ The 
end of the Russian knife {a broader 
than the portion next to the handle

& spoon. They complain that the 
American knives do not ‘hold enough.” 
After this it is not surprising that 
“the Russians were highly, amused” 
at the author's “use of the toothbrush, 
which they consider a peculiarly fem 
inine utensil.”

A e 
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Ihave been many times struck with 
the boldness of Hebrew poetry. It 
makes use of any figure that will serve 
its purpose, whether that figure be 
sublime or lowly. We are taught 
that God is a spirit, a being without 
form; but He is many times represent- 
ed as having bodily parte. “When, 
however, we come upon an expression 
that seta God forth rhetorically as 
‘having the physical make-up of some- 
thing belonging to the lower orders of 
creation, we are startled by.the fancy. 
Look, for example, at the ninety-first 
Psalm. There God is spoken of as an 
eagle. Listen! 
with his feathers, and under his wings 
shall thou trust. 

Here is a metaphor that would never 
have knocked at the door of any hu- 
man brain, except at the bidding of 
divine inspiration. It is natural to 
think of God as an almighty man in 
His omnipotence driving a chariot of 
lightning through a storm, or direct- 
ing the parade of the stars acrots mid- 
night skies, or weighing the moun- 
tains in scales, or pouring out from 
His hands the crystalline waters of 
the oceans; but to portray Him as 
having wings, like an eagle brooding 
over her young, is to show a boldness 
of conception that awakens wonder. 

But that figure does not belittle 
God. On the contrary, it brings Him 
vividly close to human hearts. He 
shall cover thee with his featherg.“ 
This is an apt illustration of God’s 
care for Hia children. It is an eagle’s 
love for her fledgelings of which the 
poet is thinking. His thought rises 
from that to the thought of an infinite 
love. This care thus described is most 
powerful. What safer place could 
there be than beneath the sheltering 
pinions of the Almighty? To have 
that refuge is to abide where no harm 
can befall. What can endanger the 
eaglets in their nest upon some lofty 
crag so long as they are protected by 
the broad breast of their mother? En- 
large that thought into the thought 
of God's defence of those who trust in 
him, and it inspires a sense of safety 
that need never fear. Let the foes of 
the soul beware of being fought by the 
wings would be instant death. 

Notice, too, the exceeding tender- 
ness of God's care for His children. 
We all know something of the instinc- 
tive gentleness of a bird for her 
young. Even a hen has such gentle- 
ness. One of my delights is to watch 
a fowl providing for the chicks around 
her. Fierce to attack an enemy, 
towards her downy brood she is an 
embodiment of kindness. For them 
she lives. Christ made use of this 
idea in portraying His solicitude for 
the Jewish people. Listen to Him! 
‘*How. often would I have gathered 
thy children together, even as a hen 
gathereth her chickens under her 
wings! That pathetic lamentation 
rings upon my ears whenever I see a 
fowl with her charges. It was the 
sob of divinity over the waywardness 
of a favored nation. So when I see 
the little ones of the barnyard going 
at nightfall to the warmth and brood- 
ing affection of mother wings I think 
of the surpassing love of God for lost 
mankind. A stable door becomes the 
gate of heaven. But, alas, how many 
refuse to experience the tender care of 
those almighty wings of God! 

Among the strong recollections, I 
have of my sainted mother is that of 
her tucking in the covers of my couch 
on cold winter nights. No hands so 
gentle as her hands. Their very 
touch was magnetic with love. How 
such paternal care deepens in the ris- 
ing of the thought towards Gol! His 
care is beyond description. Words 
cannot picture it. ‘Would you know 
Then you must place 
yourself in its way. 

But also note the confidence which 
God's children should have in Him. 
“Under his wings shalt thou trast. 
Here is where many fail. There is 
often a lack of faith that is reprovable. 
When the sky is blue and the air is 
a gleam with sunshine, many are like 
nestlings under similar happy condi- 
tions. They are buoyant and exult- 
ant. It isthe rush of a tempest, with 
accompanying clouds of storm, that 
puta their trust to proof. They trem- 
ble even beneath the mighty pinions 
that shelter from the blast and the 
pelting hail. How often do Christ- 
inns believe their profession in times 
of trouble! They act as if the Lord 
had never given: them a single prom- 
ise. In affliction the promises of God 
are frequently forgotten. Such per- 
sons are then “ike the pilgrims in 
Doubting Castle whom John Bunyan 
has so graphically pictured in his 
princely dream. They lose sight of 
the fact that the promises of God are 
a key that will open any prison door. 
Or keeping to the figure of the pealm 
quoted, there would be fewer tears 
and groans and complaints, and more 
sparkling eyes and flashing faces, if 
Christiana would fully trust them- 
selves under God's infinite wisdom 
and love. Let one get the promises 
written deeply upon his heart, and 
life would be full of song—songs with- 
out one minor chord. God's promises 
are the plumes of Hia wings. Find 
there, my friends, aconvert, and there 
unwaverlugly trast. Why should one 
be afraid under the wings of the Al- 
mighty?

By the 
terms of the :ransfer the Salavation 
Army will obtain possession of all of 
the warehouses, teams, wagons and 
balers owned by the Hey company, 
The business will be carried on at the 
old stand. Tke army will also retain 
its warehouse at 2020 Grand avenue. 

The waste paper business of the 
Salvation Army wis started in a mod- 
est way a lit:le more than a year ago, 
The business first started through the 
contribution of old magazines to be 
distributed wherever they were need- 
Finally, so many magazines were 
offered that the army had more than 
were needed, and arrangements were 
made for the sale of them for a few 
dollars a week. 

The gathering of waste paper also 
was deemed advisable by the officers 
in charge, and one horse and a rickety 
old wagon were purctiased for that 
purpose. 

A warehouse was first established 
at 2300 Grand avenue, but tie dus - 
ness Increased to such an extent that 
more room was needed, and June 1,

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Talmage | 
Sermon | 


By Rev. 
Prank De Witt Talmage, BD. D, 


Los Angeles, Cal, May 29.—In this 
sermon for Memorial day the preacheg 
pleads for justice and recognition fot 
those who, though wearing no unt 
forms and bearing no weapons, yet 
served thelr comstry In its crisis ag 
faithfully and patriotically as ever dié 
soldier at the front of the battle line, 
The text is Matthew xix, 30, “Many 
that are first shall be last, and the last 
shall be first.” P 

From time immemorial nations bave 
honored their military chieftains. All 
Carthage knelt in reverénce before the 
tombs of Hamilcar and Hannibal. Al 
Sweden honors the sacred dust of Gum 
tavus Adolphus and of Marshal Berna: 
dotte, who afterward ascended thé 
throne as King Charles XIV. All Gers 
many reveres the name of Frederick 
the Great and Count von Moltke. All 
Italy praises Garibaldi and Victor 
Emmanuel. In England the Duke of 
Wellington and Lord Napier sleep 
within St. Paul's cathedral under the 
most magnificent dome of all London, 
Westminster abbey is the last resting 

place of scores of generals and ad- 
mirals who have made Engiand’s name 
famous upon the land and ‘upon the 
sea. 

Not only do the modern nations bon- 
or their dead military chieftains, but 
also the living soldiers who bave shed 
their blood upon hard fought battle 
fields. They honor not their generals 
only, but the humble privates who 
once carried the muskets in the ranks, 
or the petty noncommissioned officers, 
or the lieutenants, or captains of small 
company commands. When these sol- 
diers die they are luld in the graye 
with military honors. When as worn 
out veterans they are unable to look 
after themselves, then the best of 
“soldier homes“ are provided for thelr 
housement. England has placed the 
royal palace, in the Isle of Wight, 
where Queen Victoria passed most of 
her life, at the service of her conya» 
lescent sailors. France bas her beauti ; 
ful retreat of the Invalides for ber 
aged soldiers, in the midst of which is 
the huge sarc@phagus of ber greatest 
warrior, whose dying request was this; 
“It is my wish that my ashes may re- 
pose on the banks of the Seine, in the 
midst of the French people whom I 
loved so well.” The finest sites near our 
own national capital and Milwaukee 
and Danville and Santa Monica ate SIb 
ed with the veterans of our own army, 
who were just as brave as any that 
wore the Confederate gray or the Fed- 
eral blue, who laid down their lives 
upon the blood soaked soll of Vicks 
burg, Chancellorsville, Lookout Moune 
tain or Atlanta. i 

Though on this Memorial Sabbath 
we specially honor the héroes who lala 
down their lives on the battlefield of 
who survived the war to die afterward 
of their wounds op of disease brought 
on by the exposure and the hardships 
of the war, I want to call your at- 
tention this morning to men who rem 
dered other kinds of service in the 
great struggle. That confiict could 
never have been fought out if some 
who did not go to the front had not 
loyally done their duty in other spheres, 
There were some who would gladly 
have shouldered a musket apd gone to 
the wur. but renounced thelr share lu 
the danger und the glory of the battle 
that they wight render less couspicu- 
ous but no loss essential Service te 
thelr country. Let us give them, toa, 
their need of praise. 

The Unmpraised Heroes. 

On this Memorial day 1 praise the 
unpralsed southerner as well as the 
unprulsed northeruer. I believe the 
civil war, bloody as it was, awful and 
terrific ns it was, mortal as ſt was, 
with 1,000,000 dead, was worth all the 
sacrifice it cost. Why? Because once 
and for all it settled the vital aud far 
reaching question that the United 
States government forever was o be 
bounded on the east by the A@antle, 
on the west by the Pacific, om the 
north by the great lakes and om tbé 
south by the gulf, Though the Usited 
States proper comprises an area of 
3,025,000 square miles, yet in that vast 
area, great as It is, there will never bo 
room for more than one government 
any more than two queens cap livé 
within the same beehive. This guet- 
tion of one government had to be set- 
tled once for all by the sword. It it 
had not been settled by a bloody com 
flict between the north and the south 
it certainly would have had to be set- 
tled later by a bloody conflict between 
the east and the west. Thus I bonor 
today the unpralsed hero who ip 1801 
lived below the Mason and Dres tine 
as well as the unpralsed hero of Mich- 
igan and Pennsylvania and New York 
and Maine. 

First, on this Memorial day, u us 
honor the statesmen in the cabing® and 
the legislators in the capitol wn con» 
ducted the national government urin 
those four years of trial. In the north - 
ern capitol at Washington and ig the 
Confederate capitol at Richmond there 

were men as brave as those the 
armies. Their duties were ogefous, 
thelr responsibilities serious, their 
patriotism intense. Let us ra the 
national flag over the dead ot 
the senators and the congressmen who 
valiantly stood at their posts 
those awful years of carnage, sé'w 
as put a wreath of flowers 
graves of tbe men whe died at 
Mountain Antietam or 
burg.

before Commodore Dewey’s guns spoke dals 


in Manila harbor. When, on June 13, 
1808, congress authorized the secretary 
of the United States treasury to fssue 
$400,000,000 worth of bonds for na- 
tional defense, all the ultimate outcome 
of the Spanish-American war was de- 
cided, except how the treaty of peace 
should be signed. The outcome of the 
terrific conflict of 1861 to 1885 would 
never have been the maintenance of 
the Union if congress had not loyally 
supported President Lincoln during 
that eventful period. Aye, there were 
giants in those days. But the giants 
upon Capitol hill, whose moral courage 
and unswerving loyalty were tried and 
proved, deserve our honor as much as 
do the giants fighting at the front. 
Which Mest Deserved Heaert 
Place side by side, if you will, those 
two master personalities, John Sher- 
man and William T. Sherman. They 
were brothers; they were both gen- 
iuses.. As we took over the pages of 
history it fs a very debatable question 
which should be honored the more and 
who ūid the more valiant service for 
his country, John or William. One 
was a giant in guiding and creating 
patriotic legislation, the other a giant 
in military strategy, yet today in al- 
most every city you can see fifty pic- 
tures of William T. Sherman where 
you will find one of bis patriotic broth- 
er, who was senator of the United 
States from 1861 to 1877. The vital 
importance of the work done by our 
national !egislatora can never be bet- 
ter illustrated than in the life of James 
A. Garfield. He was one of the most 
brilllant volunteer soldiers of the war. 
From the presidential chair of Hiram 
college in 186] he stepped into the mil- 
itary camp and donned a soldier's uni- 
form. Within two years be wore the 
shoulder straps of a major general. 
Yet Abraham Lincoln placed his hand 
upon the brilliant.ebief of Rosecrans’ 
staf and said: “Garfield, I need you 
more in congress than I do in the feld. 


as a congressman come and help me.” 
Thus today I not only honor the sol- 
dier, but also the legislator. I honor 
James A. Garfield the general. I also 
honor James A. Garfiéld the Ohio cón- 
gressman. In both positions he did 
valuable and heroic service. 

On this Memorial day the brother 
who stayed at home and worked the 


turm shdeld be praised as well as the}. 


young tinlin ‘who went to the front and 
was mentioned for a heroic deed in the 
commander's dispatch. The young 
man who sank his personality in the 
more common but equally needful du- 
tles of home life might have been even 
braver and more unselfish than the 
soldier boy who marched down the 
main street of his native town or city, 
keeping step to the strains of martial 
music, and whose train pulled out of 
his home depot amid the shouts and 
huszas of admiring friends who came 
to bid him goodby. 

The Boys Whe Mayed at Home. 

Let me illustrate what I mean by 
praising the boy ‘who stayed at home 
to work the fatm. Some time ago 1 
was attending a soldiers’ reunion. It 
was a most im é spectacie, that 
assembly of aged men. Yes, the 
ranks of the old soldiers are thinning 
very rapidly. We shall not have them 
with us long. But, though these veter- 
ans were very old when they began to 
tell their campfire stories, as their nar- 
rative proceeded they seemed to be 
come boys again. Among the stories 
told was one I aha) never forget. “Did 
you have any brothers in the army?” 
L asked an aged soldier. “Yes, one,” 
was the answer. “There were three 
boys of us. We all wanted to go, but 
father and mother were getting old, 
and tome one had to atey athome and 
look after the ‘old fon and our youn- 


ger . 
tty Nen 
we three sons and mother and father 


declded that two of us boys could go 
to the war, Dut that one should stay at 
home and work the farm. Who were 
to go? Who was to stay at home? 
We all wanted to go and fight and so 
we decided to draw lots.“ Mother held 
the book and put in the three slips of 
paper with one marked ‘Stay at home.“ 
We drew. John and myself went to 
the front. ` Hurry ‘stayed at home.” 
“Did your brother regret that he had 
to stay? “Ob, yes, But some one had 
to stay, and eg be simply swallowed 
his disappointment. Yes, we two boys 
could neve? have gone to the front but 
for Harry’s faithfulmess to the old 
folks.” Was bo nót just as patriotic 
as the two who went forth to battle? 
Let us, then, place a flower over his 
grave as well as upon the graves of 
those who went to the war. Let us 
realize that the stay at homes some- 
times evinced greater moral courage, 
made more heroic self sacrifice and en- 
dure] greater disappointments than 
the ones who went to the front. 

In this Memorial address we would 
accord praise to all who did the coun- 
try service—the contractors who fur- 
nished the blankets and the shoes and 
the tents and the food and the guns, 
the patriotic bankers, the railroad men, 
like Thomas Alexander Scott, who did 
such valuable service in rushing the 
troops to their ultimate destinations. 
We would praise ‘the newspaper ed- 
‘tors, who molded; public opinion so 
that the right men were elected to con- 
gress, and the newspaper reporters, 
who risked life and limb to carry back 
the news from the front, of what hus- 
bands and fathers and broth had 
suffered under the . tornadoes shot 
and shell in the last battle. We would 
praise such men as A. K, McClure 
of the Philadelphia Press, with whom

In this Memorial day address we 
would not omit the need of recogni- 
tion due to the ministers of the bome 
churches as well as the chaplains who 
labored in the fleid hospital and by the 
wounded and moaning men who had 
the pallor of death upon their cheeks 
the night after the battle.” We would 
praise men like ‘Henry Ward Beecher 
of Brooklyn and Moses D, Hoge of 
Richmond und Dr. Palmer of New Or- 
leane. These men were never identi- 
fled with any one partleular regiment 
or brigade, yet in thelr utterances of 
inspiration, 
which they carried to the bereft:homes, 
in their words of faith gad love, which 
through the printed pige went to the 
boys in the camp, they became mighty 
evangelists of light. mighty gospel 
messengers for God und their native 
land. a 

We have all read about the noble 
services of Dwight L. Moody to the 
soldier boys at the front. We know 
that many a dying soldier boy waa 
able to answer Here!“ to the roll call 
of heaven because some faithful chap- 
lain on earth had prepared him for 
that “Fall In!" on the other side of the 
grave, We know that many and many 
a dying message sent to the mother or 
the wife at home was penned by the 
faithful chaplains who looked after 
the boys of their regiments as a father 
might care for the children about his 
own fireside. But what about that 
gray haired old minister of the village 
church? Did he not serve any patriot- 
ic purpose? 

Jacksen’s Advice to a Minister. 

We cannot today too much praise the 
work of the gospel minister during the 
agonies of America's four years of 
carnage. One day a man applied to 
General Jackson for a position in his 
army. What is your business?” 
asked Jackson. “I am a minister of 
the gospel," was tbe reply. Then Jack- 
son, the Christian soldier, said: “My 
friend, I can give you no position as 
high as that which God has given to 
you. Go back to your own church. In 
the name of Jesus Christ, give comfort 
to the widows whose husbands bave 
been shot; to the children whose 
fathers, on account of this bloody war, 
will never come back; to the young 
maidens who can never again see their 
sweethearts. Go back and preach the 
gospel of sacrifice to the young men 
who must be enlisted from your town. 
Go back! In God's name, go back!” 
Aye, the duty which Thomas J. Jack- 
son assigned to the ministers of Jesus 
was grandly and nobly fulfilled by 
hundreds of consecrated clergymen, 
both in the north and the south. To- 
day I honor the memories of tne noble 
men of God who at home were true 
and firm to their Lord and their people 
during the awful conflict. 

But I have still another long list of 
unpraised heroisms. I would not 
praise the boy in blue or the boy in 
gray for what he did in 1861 and 1805 
more than\! would praise him for what 
he dd after peace bad been pro- 
claimed, It was a spectacle that as- 
tonished the world, a spectacle unprece- 
dented in history, that of the soldiers 
of those two huge armies laying down 
their muskets and taking’ up the 
plowshare. To their honor be it said 
that they were ready to tura—tbeir 
backs upon strife and, side by side, 
work together in the vocations of 
peace. The vast armies of America 
going forth to battle is not nearly as 
impressive, from a historic standpoint, 
to the student of sociology, as those 
armies almost instantly melting away 
and then and there their ex-members 
fraternizing with one another and 
striving to the uttermost to buid up 
the country with as mach earnestness 
as they had shown in fighting each 
ether to the death. 

Without any doubt. Robert E. Lee 
was one of the finest characters Ameri- 
ca ever produced. Would you like to 
know what was to me the greatest act 
of that grand life? I find it not in his 
actions before the war. I find it not 
in his wonderful equlpolse and gentle- 
ness and marvelous powers during the 
war. But after Appomattox the chief 
nobility of that life glowed before his 
fellow countrymen as a single star 
might outshine all the other stars in 
the heavenly firmament. After the war 
was over a rich financial company of 
New York city, in order to catch the 
southern trade through Robert E. Tee's 
popularity, offered Lee $25,000 per 
year at a salary to become Its manager. 
What sald General Lee? “No, I cun- 
not come. I must stay among my own 
people to help teach them to become 
true Christian citizens, to help teach 
them how to bave faith in thelr God 
and patriotic love for thelr whole 
land.” Robert E. Lee turned his back 
at that time upon the most princely 
salary then offered in the city of New 
York. In order to teach bis people to 
love a reunited country and to have 
faith in God he accepted a bomble 
position as the president of one of Vir- 
ginia’s bankrupt schools, Rather than 
live for mercenary gain he quietly and 
yet nobly and unselfishly went to live 
among the shattered walls of Wash- 
ington college in n. He lived 
there until the che of his life. Some 
people mag tell you that the greatest 
service the American soldier did for 
bis country was when he suffered up- 
on the feld of battle. I tell you that 
the greatest service the Confederate 
army and the Federal army ever did 
for their native land was when they 
Ginsolved and when thelr Christian sol-

ing in home and factory and store to 


heal the wounds of the nation and re- 
-unite its people in the bonds of Chris- 
tian love. 

The Sentinel's Call, 


Some time ago I stood on the top of 
the Washington monument and looked 


off upon the battlefields of America and 
dreamed my dreams. I saw hundreds 


of thousands of human bones bleaching 


in the sunlight, gnawed of the vulture 
and the wolf. I heard the mumed 
drums beating the tattoo at sunset. As 
the artillery wagons rumbled away to 
the rear, and star twinkled to star, I 
heard sentinel by the glare of. the 
campfire call to sentinel: “All's well. 
All's well along the Potomac!” 

There go the booming of the can- 
non and the sharp commands of the 
officers, “Steady, boys; steady, steady!” 
There is the ping of the bullet, and the 
dying soldier clutches at his heart as 
he moans, “My babies, O God, my poor 
babies!” and then drops dead. There 
comes the blood curdling Confederate 
cry, “Hi! Hi! Hi! Hi! Hi!” There is 
the long line of set faces behind the 
gilttering bayonets.. The heavens red- 
den and glow. The flames leap and 
hiss and dance and make merry over 
the burning homes. The falling beams 
go crash, crash, crash! The rivers are 
deep with flowing blood; the grave 
trenches are filled with a million dead. 

As I turn and look upon the great 
white dome of the capitol the old na- 
tional flag flaps and waves. Its stars 
glitter like the eyes of the mothers 
waiting for their boys who never came 
back, and like the eyes of the maidens 
who, after awhile as old women, read 
and rerend the torn and the yellow let- 
tera which their heroes just before the 
fatal battle wrote about the bridal 
homes which were destined never to 
be built. And as I look upon the old 
flag again the white stripes look like 
the white bandages’ which were put 
about the shattered arms. The long, 
deep streaks of red prove that its folds 
had once been dipped into pools of 
human blood. Then the great white 
dome of the legislative hall. glistening 
in the sunlight, looks as though it were 
built out of the broken tombstones 
of Arlington Heights and Gettysburg 
and the Wilderness. 

The War Forever Ended. 

Then, as I look up and down the 
great Pennsylvania avenue, I seem to 
see the united armies of the boys in 
blue and of the boys in gray marching, 
marching, marching. I see the lines 
melt away. Following with my cye 
one soldier, 1 see him take his dis- 
charge, and he starts for home. 1 
cannot tell whether this discharged 
soldier is now heading for the Michi- 
gan hills or for the Georgia planta- 
tions. In his civilian dress he has no 
distinctive insignia telling me whether 
he fought under Grant or under Lee. 
Then I see this soldier coming up to 
the farm gate and being welcomed 
home by his dear ones. Now his wife 
nearly faints away for joy. Then in 
the evening hour I see him gather the 
little children about him. He opens 
the old book; he reads a chapter: the 
family kneel in prayer; then the lichte 
are put out, and I know the war is for- 
ever ended. 

The Christian soldier of confilet, has 
become the Christian citizen of patri- 
otic peace. So on this Memorial day, 
with its sad and happy associations, 
while we praise the soldier boy of 1861 
let us also honor the Christian veteran 
of the time of peace. Let us, with the 
memory of what he has done In both 
conflicts, go forth to one Inst great bat- 
tle. Let us take the Bible ln hand and 
capture this round world for Christ. 

Come, ye Christian heroes of the 
past, both praised nnd unpratsed; come 
with your sacred memories and your 
buried dead. Come. ye Christlan he- 
roes of the future. with your cradles 
and unborn generations; come, ye na- 
tions about to be born for Christ; come 
all times and all millenniums! Down 
in prayer and kneel to him who will 
yet be crowned King of kings and Lord 
of all! Hallelulah, for the Lord God 
omnipotent reigneth!

importance was transacted. 

Mr. W. C. Cullen, Secretary and 
Treasurer, who has had four years 
experience in the office of Mr. Burton 
of the Virginia Exchange was placed 
in charge of the Selling department 
in addition to his other work. In the 
person of Mr. Cullen, the Exchange 
has no officer whose experience in the 
Exchange office at Onley, Va., will be 
of invaluable service to our new or- 
ganization. 

He has already made arrangements 
with some of the best produce dealers 
in the country to buy our goods. This 
very important matter was being at- 
tended to by him during the time that 
the Exchange affairs were in such an 
uncertain condition. It iq to be re- 
gretted that the Exchange was not 
organized in time to be of service to 
the berry shippers this season, as we 
believe it would have been the means 
of putting thousands of dollars in the 
pockets of the farmers. 


However, they are now ready to 
handle the Irish potato crop: to a good 
advantage. 

The Exchange representatives on the 
markets of New York, Boston, Phila- 
delphia, and Baltimore are of the best 
in these markets; and only charge 8 
per cent commission on all sales made. 
This should appeal to the shippers as 
it will be quite tu saving to them. We 
hope our farmers will enroll as mem- 
bers of the organization and help to 
make it the success that it so richly 
deserves.

PRODUCE EXCHANGE MET| GENERAL EDUCATIONAL JACKSON MEMORIAL METHODIST 


Bill Passed By Recent Legislature. Short 
Summary Of Its Features, And Differ- 
ences From The Old Law, Of 
General Interest. 


In view of the fact that a bill 
known as the General Educational 
Bill’’ passed by the legislature and 
is now a law, I have thought it is 
proper to give a summary of the feat- 
ures of the present law wherein they 
differ from those of the old school law. 
I deem this all the more necessary be- 
cause the revised school laws have not 
been published; 

1. The office of the State Board o 
Education and State Superintendent of 
Education will be transferred from 
Baltimore to Annapolis. You will be 
notified when this transfer is made. 

2. The State Board of Education is 
now composed of eight members ccn- 
sistitig of six to be appointed by the 
Governor and the State Superintend- 

nt of Education. The terms of the 
members of the State Board corre- 
spond to those of the county school 
Commissioners and minority repre- 
sentative is provided.. 

8. The State Superintendent of 
Public Education is Secretary of the 
State Board of Education. 

4. The official title of the Secre- 
tary. of the county school Board is 
‘‘Secretary, Treasurer, and county 
Superintendent.“ The name Ex- 
aminer’' does not occur in the new 
law. ; 

5. The Secretary, Treasurer, and 
county school Superintendent is ap- 
pointed inthe month of May when 
the Board is organized bat does not 
enter upon his new duties until the 
beginning of the scholastic year Aug- 
ust first. 

6, Trustees must be appointed first 
day of May or first meeting, thereafter 
which must be held in monthof May. 

7. Principal t2acher is appointed by 
the Boards of Trustees and becomes the 
secretary of the Board of District 
Trustees. 

8. All assistant teachers are ap- 
pointed by the County School Boards. 

9. County school Boards are given 
authority to consolidate schools when 
desirable and practicable and to pay 
charges of transportation. 

10. The Normal school at Frostburg, 
the Normal Department of Washing- 
ton College, the Maryland State Nor- 
mal School and the Baltimore colored 
Normal school are under the super- 
vision of the State Board of Education. 

11. The free book fund is $105,000, 
and the expenditures of same is limit- 
ed to text books and supplementary 
reading books and maps of Maryland. 
All text books are to be adopted and 
purchased by the county school Boards. 

12. Diplomas of State Normal 
Schools from other states may be en- 
dorsed by the State Superintendent 
of Education. 

18. The minimum county school 
tax rate is now fifteen cents. 

14. The State school tax rate is fif- 
teen cents instead of ten and one half 
as heretofore. à 

15. Teachers of white schools where 
the average annual attendance of pu- 
pils is fifteen or more shall receive ag 
salary not less than three hundred dol- 
lars and such schools shall remain 
open not less than 9 months. Schools 
where the average is less than 15 are 
in the control of the county school 
Board who determine the school year 
and the amount of salary to be paid 
the teacher. 

16. Where theschool Board fails to 
provide a school year of nine months 
and the minimum salary of $800 to 
white teachers whose school average 
fifteen, the Comptroller will withhold 
the March installment of the school 
tax. 

17. There is no separate fund for 
colored schools. All matters pertain- 
ing to colored schools are left with 
the county school Board, 

18. The State school. tax is now 
apportioned on the basis of children 
(colored and white) between the ages 
of 5 and 20 as disclosed by the census. 

19. The Academic and free school 
funds are not affected by the new law. 

20. The new law went into effect 
from the date of its passage. All state 
taxes for the coming fiscal year will 
be collected on the new rate of 224 
cents. 

21 In counties containing more 
than eighty five schools, the School 
Board may employ a clerk, where the 
number of teachers exceeds 175 they 
may also employ au assistant county 
Superintendent. 

22. The Pension fund for teachers 
was increased to $26,000, annually. 

These are the main provisions 
which I trust will meet your needs 
until you can obtain a printed pamph- 
let containing the laws as revised,

A battery was needed to treat the 
rock, but the Morgans did not have 
money enough to buy the necessary 
plant. They therefore offered a half 
interest in the property to a resident 
of Rockhampton for $10,000, the 
money to be invested in machinery.

And 
yet, all through the Pauline writings, 
figures of speech bristle with the 
symbols of the athlete's arena. The 
runner, the fighter, the gladiator, the 
struggle with the beasts of Ephesus, 
all have their inspirations and gospel 
teachings. 

The second fact, which stands side 
by side with the first, about the per- 
sonality of Paul is this: Paul was a 
bachelor. It has been contended that 
he wns a member of the sanhedrin 
and, if so, must have been married, 
but the expression In Acts xxvi, 10, on 
which the theory of his membership 
is bused, is vague and may have 
amounted to no more than the testi- 
mony of a witness. On the other hund. 
his argument in I Corinthians ix, 5, 
clearly implies that both he and Bar- 
nabas were unmarried. This condi- 
tion, however, by no menns „indicates 
that he was deficient in the affection- 
ate side of bis nature. His letters 
show that he lavished on his children 
in the fuith the love that other men 
give to their offspring and that be was 
an exceedingly affectionate, warm 
hearted man. He taught parents that 
they should love their children and 
children that they should care for their 
parents, Wives that they should honor 
thelr husbands and husbands that they 
should love their wives. It is in refer- 
ence to this last commandment that L 
would speak today.

There is a special reason at this time 
for showing the need of a husband 
being truly devoted and loving to bis 
Wife, Lecuuse there seems to be a pop- 
ular theory abroad that the old fash- 
ioned iden of a family home is gone 
and gone forever.

INDIAN TERRITORY SKUNKS. 


Wealthy New Yorker Backs an In- 
dustry for Their Fur, r 

Among the new industries estab- 
lished in the Indian Territory there 
are none more novel than the “skunk 
farm” just two miles southwest of 
Herbert. The industry is backed by 
a wealthy New Yorker who has made 
a fortune in the fur trade, says the 
Kansas City Journal. 

This “farm,” as it is called, consists 
of about twenty acres inclosed with a 
stone wall five feet high, located along 
a rough mountain side with natural 
overhanging rocks being an ideal place 
for rattlesnakes and polecat dens. The 
neighborhood is said to be infested 
with all kinds of reptiles, and by the 
establishment of this skunk farm the 
promoters claim they will make 
money. 

“Tip” Lewis, who will have charge 
of the farm, is a noted hunter and 
trapper, and those who know him say 
he really enjoys the work of skinning 
polecats. He has made a livelihood of 
the work for twenty-two years, and 
now that a real breeding farm has 
been established, he is assured of 
plenty of work in his line. 

In conversation recently “Tip” had 
the following to say of the novel in- 
dustry: We propose to cross the 
breeds of polecats until we get them 
all of one color, either white or black, 
and by proper care we hope to en- 
tirely get rid of the offensive odor. 
Every polecat carries a muck bag for 
protection and when tamed and cross- 
ed with the civet cat they lose this 
weapon. Their fur can be improved 
by cultivation and interbreeding with 
other animals." 

When asked about the much adver- 
tised “skunk oll,“ Mr. Lewis sald: 

“I believe skunk oil will cure many 
ills, such as rheumatizm and other ail- 
ments, but the musk, which is so odo- 
riferous and offensive is a cure for al- 
most any ills flesh is heir to. It will 
keep away disease, and I believe it 
will cure consumption in the earlier 
stages.” 

Mr. Lewis says that each polecat 
will raise from five to eight kittens 
every year, and he propores to catch 
about 300 cats and kittens and place 
them on the farm. Skunk skins are 
now worth from 90 cents to $1.25, and 
by Improving the breed they hope to 
vet Agnhle this price for the skins.

At the same time, Mr. Jones 
was placed in charge of the work, and 
as warden of the park he purchased 
twenty-one animals and placed them 
Al- 
ready the herd has been increased to 
tweniy- cight. 

“In addition to this herd,” Mr. Jones 
said: “There are thirty-three wild 
buffalo in the park. I at first had an 
idea of getting these animals in with 
the tame bufalo, but they are the 
wildest things | ever saw. The mo- 
ment they see or smell a man they 
are off like a shot, and if captured 
would surely kill themselves in half 
an hour's time by ‘their efforts to 
escape. ‘Therefore, to protect these 
animalg um simply picking up their 
calves fas fast ns they are born and 
turning them in with the tame herd. 
I have thus far secured four wild 
calves in this way.” 

Mr. Jones has been quite busy the 
past winter and fall months killing 
mountain Hons. or pumas, of the Yel- 
lowstone, which have become alto- 
gether too numerous. He had his 
pockets full of claws of these animals, 
which he kert he soid, as trophies 
of his puma hunts. -Raltimare Sun.

The story of the now famous meet- 
ing between Cecil Rhodes and old 
Chief Magato, of Rhodesia, dates back 
to 1890, when Rhodes, -accompanied 
by Sir John Willoughby, Justice Lange 
and D. C. Waal, M. L. A., came to 
the Transvaal from the newly-ac 
quired territory now called Rhodesia. 

Magato long was the terror of the 
venturesome Boer pioneers. To set 
foot in his realm was to court death. 
Across Rhodesia his fearless black 
warriors, a living hedge with brist- 
ling spears, barred the way to the 
Zambesi river. But if Magato was 
fearless, s0 was Cecil Rhodes. The 
empire bullder who had not feared to 
go alone to the heart of Lobengula's 
country and make a treaty with that 
black scourge of the dark continent, 
did not hesitate to pay a visit to 
Magato. be 

During the conversation, Magato, 
who knew all the great men of South 
Africa by reputation, and who was 
dazzled by the fame of the great white 
chief from Kimberley, became con- 
fidential, and as the story has it, ask- 
ed Mr. Rhodes if be had ever seen 
a bucketful of diamonds. 

Magato thereupon spoke to an indu- 
na, and within a few minutes two 
natives arrived on the scene carrying 
a bucket filled to the brim with pre- 
clous stones of the finest color. 

It Is stated that after an Intimation 
from Mr. Rhodes as to the diamonds 
having been stolen, and the response 
of the chief that would require more 
than the Transvaal police to recover 
them, Mr. Rhodes again carefully re- 
garded the diamonds and estimated 
their value at from $15,000,000 to $20,- 
000,000. 

The story was nojsed abroad and 
several private syndicates were after- 
wards formed to try and obtain the 
diamonds or a portion of them, from 
Magato, but notwithstanding a large 
outlay of money. none of these syn- 
dicates could get Magato to sell the 
stones, If he had them, which he In- 
variably denied, or find out what had 
become of them. 

As a matter of fact, the narrative 
Itself began to be regarded as a myth, 
but it was resuscitated when, just be- 
fore Magato's death, a large and val- 
uable dlamond was sold by the chief 
himself to a local trader. Renewed 
efforts were then made to get hold of 
the diamonds, but Mugato himself de- 
nied having them or ever having had 
any. There are traders In the Spelon- 
ken who have stated more than once 
that though theyenever saw these dia- 
monds themselves, they had often 
been told about them by Magato’s 
Indunas. 

So far the theory has merely dem- 
onstrated the possession of the dia- 
monds. As to the date of their being 
hidden, of how they were hidden, and 
possibly where—here is the connec- 
tion with the hidden treasure which 
has started the various expeditions 
on thelr earnest search. 

Just before his death Magato, who 
hated his nephew, Mpefu, the heir to 
the chleftalnship, and who hoped to 
see one of his Indunas Installed in- 
stead, determined, at any rate, not to 
leave him any riches. So when he 
felt that his death was near he sent 
for four of his Indunas, and, address- 
ing them solemnly on thàir duty and 
loyalty to himself, requested them to 
divide the diamonds into parcels and 
take them far away and bury them In 
some wilderness. This they promised 
to do, and the diamonds having been 
distributed among them, two Indunas 
set out for the Matabeleland and the 
other two trekked toward the Selatl, 
in the direction In which the remains 
of the murdered man, Van Niekerk, 
were subsequently found. 

The facts leaked out in one way. or 
another after Magato's death, and 
there must be many of Magato's peo- 
ple, as well as a few persons who 
know these vdetails—perhaps even 
there are some traders in Zoutpans- 
berg to-day who may remember two 
of Magato's Indunas going on a spe- 
cial mission toward the ation of 
Majiji, the mysterious He king,” as 
the Kaffirs termed her.

yet the eagle, like the lion, never had 
royal pedigree. By that word “royal” 
mean a noble, brave and fearless an- 
cestry. The eagle is not of heroic 
mold. He is a cringing, fawning, con- 
temptible coward. Though he is a 
raptorial bird and loves to banquet off 
the quivering flesh of a newly slain 
carcass, the blood which flows through 
bis own arteries is pumped from a cra- 
ven btart. In terror this mighty wing- 
ed flier will flee before the little king- 
bird, hardly larger than a bedwarfed 
English sparrow. Confined in n cage 
with a small barnyard fowl, the do- 
mestic bird has been known to make 
the engle beg for mercy as a school 
yard bully will whine before an out- 
raged youth half his size. 

“Many reputations are undeserved al- 
together.“ once wrote an observant 
naturalist. “Let us not in this con- 
nection trouble now about statesmen, 
poets or authors, but take from natural 
history a familiar illustration, that of 
the eagle. The great strength of the 
eagle enables it to prey upon creatures 
that bave no power of defending them- 
selves from his terrible swoop, but we 
must not allow ourselves on this ac- 
count, as our fathers did, to magnify 
him into a, type of magnanimity and 
courage. In true courage be is not 
superior to most of the smaller hawks, 
and certainly inferior to the falcons, 
which will drive away this so called 
‘monarch of the alr' when he ap- 
proaches too near their nests. So that, 
really, when we remember what a 
fame the eagle has always had for 
magnanimity and for courage, it is 
obvious, in view of the facts, that he, 
like many other birds and men, has 
obtained a reputation which is unde- 
served." 

Eagle Protects His Young. 

But, though the eagle is a cowardly 
bird lu reference to Lis own life, no 
sooner does he become a parent than 
he is transformed into a daring, valiant 
protector of his young. No sooner are 
the dull white colored eggs deposited 
in the nest which the twain have bulld- 
ed upon the tops of the dizzy heights, 
or upon the ledge of a preelpice, than 
the parent birds are ready to protect 
those nests at any cost. Il remember 
years ago seeing a powerful picture 
called “The One Strand.” A moun- 
taineer of the faroff northeast had 
been lowered over the side of a cliff to 
rob an cagiles’ nest of its eggs. No 
svoner was he lowered by a rope over 
the chif and dangling in midair, with 
the surging sen hundreds of feet be- 
heath him beating its waves upom the 
Jagged rocks, thun the father and 
mother birds saw the would be de.

Yes, yes; parental affection trans- 
forms the craven bird into n fierce, In- 
trepid champlon, capable of sublime 
self sacrifice in defense of Its offspring.

Steam Versus Electricity. 

The steam railroads vary greatly in 
their attitude toward electric competi- 
tion, but it has been almost the unli- 
form experience of railroad managers, 
east and west, that rate cuts to meet 
electric competition are quite futile. 
Electric transportation’ handles traffic 
in small units. The power house Is the 
locomotive, nnd it can haul ten single 
cars as easily ns it cnn a train of ten 
cars coupled together—more eusily, In 
facte But in steam service, to reverse 
the figure of speech, ench transporta- 
tion unit must have its own power 
house. Disregarding technical refine- 
ments, it may be snid that it would 
cost a steam rallrond five times as 
much to run an hourly single car train 
during a fifteen hour day as It would 
to run three five-car trains. That Is the 
primary reason on the side of absolute 
cost which makes it fmpossible for a 
steam rond to compete with an electric 
rond for light short haul traffie.—Ray 
Morris ln Athintic.

Thus we shall have to deal with a 
general description and with the re:

The armor is a sort of felt, the stuff 
being capable of adaptation to any 
form whatever; for example, a breast 
plate with a collar or a sort of coat 
which completely envelops the wearer 
and absolutely guarantees him from 
gunshot wounds. The thickness of 
the protector varies from one-six- 
teenth to seven-sixteehth of an inch, 
according to the arm the effects of 
which it is designed to destroy. 
Against the armor of seven-sixteenths 
of an inch the regular ordnance re- 
volver with steel covered ball is pow- 
erless, and also the gun of the 1891 
model charged with smokeless pow- 
der. In the numerous experiments 
which have been made—in firing at a 
distance of several yards—the ball, 
whether it be of lead or steel, when 
2 it strikes the protector Is arrested and 
— i deformed, in some cases rebounding 
and in other being almost reduced to a 
pulp, Thus there is not only an arrest 
of the ball but deformation as well, and“ 
in this deformation the force of the ball 
is converted. While there should be 
a high degree of temperature at the 
point touched by the ball, it seems 
that the ball alone feels the effects, 
for the protector does not seem to 
be burnt in the slightest. 

These results are not limited to 
ballistic effects, for in the recent ex- 
periment it was sought to pierce the 
armor with a dagger driven with all 
possible force. The point of the arm, 
however, could not penetrate the felt 
and was bent into a shapeless mass. 

It is natural to suppose that the 
force of the ball would be communi- 
cated to the armor and that this would 
be driven violently backward, result- 
ing in a disagreeable shock and one 
which at times would be dangerous to 
the wearer. To demonstrate the in- 
correctness of this view Signor Bene- 
detti attached his protector to a horse 
and fired upon the animal only six 
feet away with an ordnance revolver,

’ REDUCING NOISE IN CITIES, 


Vibrations from Trains Deadened, and 


Musical Telephones. 

One of the best office bulldings in 
Berlin is that of a certain electrical 
firm. Whenever the telephoue “rings” 
in that building it doesn't ring, it 
sings a musical note. 

This result is due to a Yankee. 
When the building was being com- 
pleted a young telephone engineer 
from America, who was associated 
to install 
the telephone service. It was obvious- 
ly appropriate that it should illustrate 
the best telephone practice, and to 
his mind this demanded the avoidance 
of the noise and nervous wear ordi- 
narily produced by the telephone bell. 
He therefore substituted for this dis- 
quieting instrument u device which 
gives forth a soft musical note. 

In some of the offices the innovation 
was welcomed, in others it was de 
clined on the ground that this quiet 


sound would certainly not be beard. 


After a little time, however, it was 
found that the ear accustumed Itself 
to notice the soft and agreeable sound 
with just as much precision ss was 
secured by a harsh and startling 
sound. The result of a few months’ 
experience was, therefore, that every 
rattling bell or buzzer was discarded 
for the “singing note,“ aud the en- 
hanced composure thus realized in 
the building was very maturial. 

In the same city, when an elevated 
electric rallway was recently being 
built, not only were all the plans of 
the company carefully scrutinized lu 
advance by the municipal nuthorities, 
and those for the stations radtcally 
changed in the Interest of street beat 
ty, but special devices were also em- 
ployed to deaden the vibration from 
tralus. 

The lesson from Berlin is, therefore, 
that, despite the vaunted „demands 
of moderu life In cities,” noise can be 
reduced by utuention, even lu the case 
of these two preeminent offenders, 
the telephore he and the elevated 
rallway.—Chicago Record-Herald.

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Sermon

ı Los Angeles, Cal, June 19.—Not in 
the literal but in the figurative sense 
| does thé preacher deal with this un- 
| usual text by drawing the broad dis- 
j tinction between the life that is in- 
spired by a love of all that is noble and 
pure and one that has become degraded 
and brutal through the indulgence of 
selfish passions, The text is Revela- 
tion xxii, 15, “Without are dogs.” 

“I never could sympathize with the 
slur which the Bible casts upon my 
| canine friends,” once said an old man 
to me. “St. John in that passage of 
Scripture, ‘Without are dogs,’ seems to 
despise the dog as I despise the buz- 
zard or the hyena. He seems to pic- 
ture the infernal regions as the only 
suitable place for their kennels. He 
insinuates their companionship for 
man to be a humiliation and a degra- 
dation, Now, In contrast to that as- 
sertion, I have far more respect for an 
honest dog than I have for a dishonest, 
deceitful man. I count among my dear- 
est friends some of the representatives 
of the canine race. Indeed I go so far 
in my respect for dogs that if in that 
heavenly land I found one of the beau- 
tiful dogs I have owned on earth sleep- 
ing at my feet in that abode of bliss 
or looking up Into my face with the 
expression of love and fidelity I have 
seen so often I should not feel it any 
blight, but rather an enhancement of 
| my happiness,” 


I could understand my friend's 5 


ing, and 1 love dogs well enough to 
| sympathize with it. There are no 
grounds for believing In a future life 
for animals, but I confess that if in the 
boundless love of God we should find 
that even for the faithful dog there 
was a paradise I for one should re- 
joice. I bave that affection that Sir 
Walter Scott had “Yor the canine race, 
and I always feel a sense of compan- 
lonship when a dog is dozing in my 
study. As n boy I delighted to bave 
a canine companion in my rambles, and 
to this day 1 feel, as Bismarck used to 
say, that no man should despise the 
friendship of dogs or need hesitate to 
confide jn hem some of his innermost 
thoughts and secrets. When we are 
rambling over the hills or in our city 
walks and my dog friends stop and 
listen to what I say I am always sure 
of one fuct—that they will not betray 
my confidence us 1 have known some 
men to do. “Yes, yes,” I said to my 
aged friend, “like you, I bave always 
loved the dog; but, unlike you, I do not 
believe the Bible really depreciates the 
fulthfulness of a good dog.” This pas- 
sage of Scripture, “Without are dogs,” 
is not casting a slur upon the dog. It 
Is not snecring at the ancestors of some 
of those noble beasts belonging to the 
royal familles of dogs which we have 
adopted into our homes ns honored 
habitnes of our firesides. The seer of 
‘Atos had never seen such dogs as 
ours. The dogs with which he was fa- 
miliar were such homeless, carrion eat- 
Ing dogs us those which to this day 
ronm the“ narrow Streets of Jeru- 
salem and Damascus, degraded curs, 
whose presence would have heen de- 
filing to that beautiful city which he 
saw in vision, Therefore it is to the 
eastern dog, homeless and friendless, 
which 1 have so often seen in my 
travels and by whose howlings I bave 
been awakened at night und have 
Watebed while standing upon the ho- 
tel porch of the far east, when be says 


With evident gratification, “Without 
fre dogs.” 


The Quarrelsome Were Excluded. 
But 1 believe the apostle bad a fur- 
ther aud deeper meaning than this. I 
think he meant that the qualities 
which the dog represented to bis mind 
were excluded from the heavenly city. 
Selfishness, degradation, quarrelsome- 
ness all that rendered dogs huteful to 
the Jews of the orient, whether in 
beast or man, were outside those 
heavenly walls. And, first, 1 believe 
he meant that In heaven there would 


t be neither puùysical nor mental mon- 


strosities. It is to be a place where 
there world be a perfect mind in han 
mony with a perfect body und the per- 
fect soul lu every way shall have per- 
fect exteruulltlen. There are some men 
so degraded with their vices that their 
very forms und features have become 
repulsive. ‘They bear tue same rela- 
tion to good living, inteligent men that 
the oriental dogs beas to our bouse- 
hold pets. 

We love to look, at the masterpleces 
of Sir Edwin Landseer, the pulnter of 
dogs. ‘There eus to be something 
even more tass buman fu his “Hig 
land Shepheeg’s Chief Mourmer,“ soime- 
thing more tan mere urute ferocity im 
bis “Stag at Bay." something more 
than u sportsiman’s lailoo in the “Re- 
turu From Deerstalking.” ut the 
Dashing eyed, powerful chested, clean 
Mmbed, glossy coated models of Land- 
Beer are entirely diferent physleal 
Bpecimeus from the outcast dogs of the 
cust. IIu ve you ever stopped upd look- 
cd with pity upon a poor mangy cur 
crawling along the street? Ilave you 
secen Wsensxe like porcupine quills stick- 
Ing out all ovér him? Have you seen 
the people shy off aa he came along 
and heard the passewby say: “Poor 
dog! Why do not the dog catchers 
come along and put bim out of bis 
misery! Ilave you ever seen dogs 
with their ears torn off and thelr talls 
amputated by some carriage wheel or 
hopping upon three logs because the 
fourth has been cruelly broken by a 
stone? Well, there are lots of such 
dogs in the cast. ‘There are hundreds 
and thousands of those poor, miserable, 
physical mutilations that cower in the 
turk corners of the Palestine cities or 
sun themselves upon the hard stones 
like the blind or the crippled beggars 


are dogs,” 1 belleve he means that in 
heaven we shall hu ve no blinded eyes, 
no diseased skins, no erippled limbs, 
no deat cars and no physical disfigure- 
ments, All the hideous physical sights 
which one sees in the wards of the 
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Phyaical Infirmity Hard to Bear, 

How much this transformation means 
to many sufferers none but they can 
realize, It is very hard for the de- 
formed and the crippled to maintain 
spiritual and mental sweetness and 
serenity. It is easy for a man witha 
fine constitution and a perfect physical 
form to be cheerful and happy, but 
how difficult for one who has to suffer 
continual pain and is shut out by de- 
formity from the sports and exercises 
of companions ¢o be sweet tempered 
and genial to all about him. “What is 
the matter with So-and-so?’ I once 
asked a dear friend of mine about a 
mutual acquaintance, “He is so touchy 
and sensitive that the least wind from 
the east will twist him all out of 
shape.” “Yes,” answered my friend, 
“that is true, but perhaps you have 
forgotten that that man was born 
lame. If you ever stop to think, you 
will also find that nearly all men and 
women born with physical infirmities 
nre cross and crabbed and touchy and 
sensitive.” “I never thought of it,” I 
nuswered. “I belleve—yes, I know you 
are right.“ Physical infirmity is ne- 
companied by and, in fact, involves 
mental pain and anguish. All this will 
be done away with In the celestial city. 
There will be no defects or deformi- 
ties there to sadden the soul and try 
the temper of the redeemed. The with- 
ered limb, the distorted spine, will be 
left behind with the mental and spir- 
itual deformities they have produced. 
The cripple will rejoice that the gnaw- 
ing agony that made his life on earth 
a period of humiliation and suffering 
is gone forever. “Without are dogs.” 

Let me Mustrate my thought in an- 
other way, the thought that a healthy 
body is very upt to be the incasement 
of a healthy mind and soul. Here is a 
little child born into your home, as my 
first little girl came into my home. You 
look in wonderment upon that child. 
For weeks and months you go among 
your friends boasting about that baby. 
“Why.” you gay, “that is the most per- 
fect dispositioned child I ever knew, 
She never cries. She Is always smiling 
and cooing. She never awakens us nt 
night. She is ns happy as a sunbeam 
creeping into our bedroom in the early 
morning.” But after that little child 
has been in your home eight or ten 
months suddenly her nature seems to 
under na radical change. The hot 
hand of fever touches her forehead. 
The red marks blotch her fair skin. 
Naked and twisted with pain, sbe eries 
all the day and most of the night, and 
even in her ep sbe continually wt- 
ters a low. meaning whine. What 18 
the matter? lis the child’s disposi- 
tion changed? Gh, no. The physical 
ody Lins become diseased, and now the 
mind is fretting fu sympathy, Thus 
we tind that a perfect body is apt to 
have a perfect mind and an imperfect 
body an imperfect mind. So when St. 
John says, “Without are dogs,” I be 
lieve he means that In heaven we shall 
have no physical infirmities, no club- 
foot like Lord Byron, no gnarled and 
twisted nervous organizagion like Alex - 
ander Pope, no blinded eyes like John 
Milton, no danf ears like Beethoven, no 
skin leprous and covered with sores. 
It shall be p'bysically a “degiess heav- 
en.“ Oh, my brother, thank God for 
the perfect puyei] bodfes of the resur- 
rection!

Jesus, it means that in hen ven no 
Wenlthy man's Wife will be able. to 
suck out the life of a dor sewing girl 
merely because she is poor, and no em- 
ployer will be able to grind his em- 
ployees down until it theans physical 
and. mental and often spiritual death. 
It moans no vendetta or bloat fend; It 
also means no financial vendetta or 
money feud. * 

Ron min again through the dark, nur - 
row, crowded streets of eastern Pales- 
tine, I surmise, from tlie words of my 
text, that henven is to be a place of 
honored and jubilant occupations, It is 
to be n place where the words “me- 
nial’ and “servile,” “scavenger” and 
“scullion,” “hireling” nnd “dependent,” 
“lackey” nnd “underling” will be un- 
known. All words signifying n degrad - 
ed work will forever disappear when 
the lexicons of earth shall be forever 
consumed upon the funeral pyre of a 
burning world. It does not mean that 
heaven is to be a place of inanition and 
stagnation and stupidity. But it does 
menn that heaven is to be a place 
where all workmen shall be honored 
alike and where the Uutles of one im- 
mortal shall be respected. as much as 
are the occupations of other immor- 
tals. 

Why do I make these two astounding 
statements? First, because I find re- 
corded in the eighth chapter of Revela- 
tion the startling fact that “there was 
silence in heaven about the space of 
half an hour.“ If heaven was always 
n still place would St. John bave writ- 
ten that sentence In reference to the 
day of judgment. If you would inter- 
pret that passage in n common sense 
way would you not practically say, 
“Why, heaven Js such a busy place that 
all the angels and archangels and re- 
deemed {immortals are working, and 
working all the time? But when St. 
John saw the books of the judgment 
opened then there was an awful still- 
ness, zvery winged messenger kept 
still, every work ceased, every occupa- 
tlon was suspended.” As Albert Barnes 
interpreted this passage, “Then there 
was an awful stillness, as if all heaven 
was reverently waiting for the develop- 
ment.“ Oh, yes, hen ven is to be a busy 
Place. It bas been very busy during 
all the years and the millenniums that 
are past. It will be very busy during 
all the eternities that are to come, with 
the exception of one cessation of work 
for a short time, when tbere shall be 
“silence In heaven for about the space 
of half an hour.“ 

Dogs of the East Were Scavengers. 

Following my first premise that 
heaven Is to be a busy place my sec- 
ond premise is likewise true. How do 
L know that the busy occupations of 
hen ven will never offer despised work 
the “redeemed “Immortals?” The 
words of my text prove that. The dogs 
of the enst were the senvengers, The 
eastern people bad no wonderful sys- 
tems of sewernge as have we. They 
had no menns of carrying away by 
subterranean pipes the offal and refuse 
of their large towns, But all the refuse 
of the kitchens and the homes and the 
barns were and are thrown into the 
streets, where the dogs devour them, 
In heaven, however, we shall bave 
none of the repulsive and abhorrent 
occupations with which earth has been 
cursed. Do you wonder that when 1 
rode into Damascus and saw lying in 
the streets the dead body of a horse, 
over which the dogs were fighting and 
gormandizing, I should catch a glimpae 
of a heavenly vision, where there shat 
be no loathsome occupations as is this 
one of the canine seavengers of the 
east? Heuven is to be a place of con- 
tinual work. Heaven ts, however, te 
be a place of glorious, happy, jubilant, 
honored occupations. 

Roaming agaln through the narrow, 
crowded streets of eastern Palestine I 
know from the simile of my text that 
the Christian's ecarthly translation 18 
not do be a horror, a. tragedy, a terrific, 
a repulsive and a terror Inspiring de- 
mise. When the Christian dies he does 
not die like a dog, but he ascends as 
did the Saviour. He does not growl 
and whine with fear, but be mounts 
from joy to Joy, from sublimity to sub- 
limity, fronr exultation to exultation, 
from glory 10 glory. 

As the Dog Dies, 

The eastern dog's death ls a gloomy 
picture. He dias the death of all wild 
beasts, and that death Is a tragedy. 
Some years ago the author of a history 
of the beasts of the African forests 
made this statement, which will long 
live in my memory: “No beast or bird 
or reptile in all the dark continent dies 
a natural death No sooner does his 
physical strength weaken than there 
are some bestial or serpentine cannibals 
or some enemy of his species ready to 
feed upon his dying body and still the 
feeble or the quick beatings of his 
heart.” That means every deer or fawn 


t t iç de Everv 
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fall in time before a mortal foe. Every 
monster leader of the elephantine herd, 
every shaggy maned Bengal king, 
must die a violent death. So dies the 
dog; but, thank God, so does not die the 
Christian, 

Sometimes ‘tis true that the body of 
man may dle the death of a dog, but 
the Christian has hope in his death. 
Though his body perish In battle or in 
accident, though It may be crushed or 
barned, so that It cannot be recognized, 
his soul la safe. Ile has the conscious- 
vess that Christ la able to keep thut 
whieh has been committed to him and 
whatever may befall the budy the soul 
will be preserved, 

John B. Gough in one of his wonder- 
ful lectures gives a description of the 
remarkable escape of bis father, who 
was an old Anglish soldier, from dying 
a horrible death. It was during the 
famous "Wranco-Engiish war of 1809, 
when the British troops were retreat- 
ing before lightning horsed Marshal 
Soult, Hungry and falint and sick 
from exposure and lack of food and 
also from loss of blood from a wound 
zu the giest, young Gough staggered 
along with his regiment as long as he 
could and then fell by the roadside to 
die. “He must dle.“ sald bis son, “It 
seemed ivevitable that he must dle. 
Buddenly, as be lay upon the ground, 
@ large bind of prey, with a red neck 
growling out of a rufe of feathers, 
fame swooping aleng, almost touching 
my father’s body with its wings, and 
then, clreling up, It alighted on a, polnt 
of a rock and turned its blood red eye 
on its intended victim, Ab my father 
saw that horrible thlat watching and 
waiting to fear him ia even be- 
fore life was extinct, it so filled him 
twith horror that he efied: I cannot 
endure this. When I am unable to 
rive that fearful thing away, it will 


be ‘tearing my flesh.“ He rose to his 
feet and crawled and struggled ou till 
at length he crept into a hut atid found 
safety.” The death which menaced 
that wounded man lə the death which 
awaits the eastern dog. When he is 
incapable of defending himself he is 
torn to pieces; Men, too, have per- 
ished through the vindictive passions 
of their fellows. Some have been cru- 
cified, as was Christ; some have been 
stoned, as was Stephen; some bave 
been beheaded, as was Paul; some have 
been burned at the stake, as were Rid- 
ley and Latimer. But how different 
was their future from that of the dog! 
From out those crushed and mutilated 
bodies the martyr spirits have gone 
up, redeemed and glorified, to dwell 
forever before the throne. 

` A Legend of King Solomon. 

O ye mortals, destined to live for- 
ever either in bliss or in misery, does 
not the offer that Christ makes you 
stir your desire for salvation? Accept 
his proffered gift, and then, be your 
end what it may, your being rooted 
up from this world, with its bitter 
fruits of sorrow and pain and misery, 
will mean nothing more than your be- 
ing transplanted into that supernal 
garden in which you will grow and 
flourish and bear fruit to the bonor 
and glory of God. There is an old leg- 
end that when King Solomon was a 
boy one day he begged his teacher to 
show him a miracle. Nathan thrust 
his finger into the soil and dropped 
therein o little seed. Immediately that 
seed began to sprout. While the lad 
looked on the two little green leaves 
grew into a round stem. Then the 
stem swelled out with the trunk of a 
large tree. Then the tree, like “the 
seven branches, became like the seven 
candlesticks of the altars,” and the 
birds of the alr flew into those branch- 
es and builded there their nests and 
reared their young. While he looked 
the blossoms grew upon that tree, and 
then those blossoms were changed into 
the deep rich red frult which blushed 
like the glow of the setting sun. That 
is merely n legend, but there is a real 
miracle which can be worked in your 
lives infinitely greater than young Sol- 
omon is supposed to have seen. 

The seed of eternal life planted by 
the Holy Spirit in your heart can 
change your whole nature. Instead of 
those qualities which degrade you to 
the level of the brutes, instend of the 
sinful propensities which distort and 
deform your being, there shall grow 
from that divine seed a plant of beauty, 
graceful and glorious with heavenly 
loveliness and eternal in ever develop- 
ing life. “Ye shall be like a tree plant- 
ed by the rivers of water, that bringeth 
forth its frait in its season, and what- 
soever ye doeth shall prosper.” What 
is your choice? Will you live a life of 
beauty and usefulness, a life patterned 
on that divine life which Christ lived 
on earth, ending in a triumphant resur- 
rection, or will you choose the wick- 
edness, the vice, the corruption, of the 
world, feeding like the eastern dog on 
the carrion of life and becoming in 
nature like him? Remember, if ye live 
after the flesh ye shall dle, and from 
that nbode of bliss, where there are 
joys forever more, you will be excluded 
with all whose natures have grown 
fierce und cruel nnd debased. “With- 
out are dogs.” `
